DECLARATION  OF  ANDREW 
H.  WILSON  IN  OPPOSITION 
TO  EX  PARTE  APPLICATION 
FOR  PROTECTIVE  ORDER 


ANDREW  H.  WILSON  deposes  and  says: 


1.  My  name  is  Andrew  H.  Wilson  and  I  am  one  of  the  attorneys 
responsible  for  the  representation  of  the  Plaintiff  in  this  action. 
I  have  personal  knowledge  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  this  Declaration 
and  could  competently  testify  thereto  if  called  as  a  witness. 

2.  On  approximately  March  3,  1992,  I  caused  to  be  prepared 
and  sent  out  for  service  the  Notices  for  Depositions  of  Defendant 
Gerald  Armstrong  and  his  counsel,  Ford  Greene.  A  copy  of  the  Notice 
of  Deposition  of  Gerald  Armstrong  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A. 
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A  copy  of  the  Notice  of  Deposition  of  Ford  Greene  and  the 
accompanying  subpoena  are  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  B. 

3.  On  March  5,  1992,  the  process  server  who  we  hired  to  serve 
the  referenced  Notices  and  Subpoena  made  several  attempts  at 
personal  service  upon  Messrs.  Greene  and  Armstrong  at  Mr.  Greene's 
office  located  at  711  Sir  Frances  Drake  Boulevard,  San  Anselmo, 
California.  On  each  occasion,  those  offices  appeared  closed  and  not 
open  for  business.  On  March  5,  I  made  an  attempt  to  contact  Mr. 
Greene's  office  by  telephone.  The  phone  was  answered  by  an 
answering  machine,  and  I  left  no  message.  I  instructed  our  process 
servers  to  also  attempt  phone  contact  prior  to  attempting  service  of 
process.  They  informed  us  that  they  had  been  unable  to  reach  Mr. 
Greene  or  to  effect  personal  service  on  March  4  or  5. 

4.  Accordingly,  I  instructed  the  process  server  to  make  a 
further  attempt  on  Friday,  March  6,  and  if  no  one  was  at  the  office, 
to  deliver  both  Notices,  but  not  the  Subpoena,  through  the  office 
mail  slot. 

5.  At  approximately  3:45  p.m.  on  March  6,  I  was  informed  that 
such  delivery  had  been  effected;  I  immediately  wrote  to  Mr.  Greene 
informing  him  that  although  the  depositions  had  been  noticed  for 
March  18  and  19,  we  were  willing  to  re-schedule  those  depositions  to 
an  earlier  date  in  order  to  accommodate  Mr.  Greene's  schedule.  A 
copy  of  this  letter  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  It  was 
transmitted  to  Mr.  Greene's  office  via  telecopier  late  in  the 
afternoon  of  March  6. 

6.  Thereafter,  at  approximately  5:15  p.m.  on  that  same  day, 
a  Notice  of  Deposition  for  the  deposition  of  Martin  Samuels  for 
March  18  was  hand  delivered  to  this  office.  A  copy  of  said  Notice 
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is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D. 

7.  On  the  next  Monday,  March  9,  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Greene, 
informing  him  that  the  Notice  of  Deposition  of  Martin  Samuels  had 
been  received  at  5:15  p.m.  the  previous  Friday.  I  informed  Mr. 
Greene  that  the  Notice  of  Deposition  for  Mr.  Armstrong  had  been 
delivered  first,  and  that  we  were  entitled  to  proceed  with  the 
deposition  of  Mr.  Armstrong  on  the  18th  of  March.  A  copy  of  said 
letter  is  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as 
Exhibit  E. 

8.  Later  in  the  day  on  March  9,  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Greene,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F.  In  that 
letter,  Mr.  Greene  informed  me  that  he  had  decided  not  to  proceed 
with  the  deposition  of  Mr.  Samuels  in  light  of  demands  on  his 
schedule.  He  further  informed  me  that,  if  we  continued  to  attempt 
to  take  the  depositions  as  previously  noticed,  he  would  construe  it 
as  a  "transparent  attempt"  to  interfere  with  his  ability  to 
represent  Mr.  Armstrong. 

9.  I  replied  to  Mr.  Greene  later  that  same  day.  A  copy  of 
that  letter  is  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference 
as  Exhibit  G. 

10.  Because  I  consider  the  deposition  of  Mr.  Armstrong  to  be 
important,  particularly  in  light  of  the  statements  which  Mr. 
Armstrong  has  made  concerning  the  "duress"  he  was  under  in  entering 
into  the  Settlement  Agreement  of  December  6,  1984,  I  attempted  to 
compromise  with  Mr.  Greene  and  suggested  to  him  that  his  deposition 
be  re-scheduled  for  a  later  date,  and  that  Mr.  Armstrong's 
deposition  be  limited  to  one  half  day,  to  take  place  on  March  18,  as 
previously  noticed.  I  communicated  this  to  Mr.  Greene  by  letter 
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dated  March  13,  1992,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit 
H. 
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11.  I  heard  nothing  from  Mr.  Greene  until  I  received  a 
telephone  call  at  approximately  2:45  p.m.  on  March  17,  informing  me 
that  he  would  appear  ex  parte  in  Department  4  at  8:30  a.m.  on  March 
18  to  seek  a  protective  order.

Dear  Mr.  Greene: 

I  am  writing  to  confirm  and  follow  up  on  our  telephone 
conversation  earlier  this  afternoon. 

First,  we  discussed  the  mechanics  of  service  of  the 
■various  papers  due  next  Monday ,  March  16 .  My  understanding  is .  as 
follows:  We  will  send  a  messenger  to  your  office  with  your  copies 

of  our  opposition  to  your  motion  to  change  venue,  and  other  papers 
which  we  may  wish  to  file  in  support  of  our  Motion  for  Preliminary 

Injunction.  We  will  schedule  the  messenger  to  arrive  at  your 

offices  at  approximately  4:45  p.m.  The  messenger  will  drop  off 
your  copies,  and  will  pick  up  at  that  time  our  copy  of  your 

opposition  to  the  preliminary  injunction  motion. 

In  the  event  that  you  need  to  change  the  pick-up  time,  you  will  so 
inform  me,  preferably  in  writing  so  there  can  be  no 
misunderstanding . 

Second,  we  discussed  the  depositions  of  Gerald  Armstrong 
and  yourself,  currently  scheduled  for  March  18  and  19.  .  You 
informed  me  that  you  would  agree  to  scheduling  those  depositions 
for  the  week  following  March  16-20  and,  in  that  connection,  that 
you  would  voluntarily  accept  service  of  a  subpoena  for  your 
deposition.  You  also  stated  that  if  we  did  not  agree  to  re¬ 

schedule  those  depositions,  you  would  appear  ex  parte  before  Judge 
Duff  icy  Wednesday  morning  at  8:30  a.m.  to  seek  a  protective  order. 

I  understand  that  you  are  a  sole  practitioner  with  demands  on  your 
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time.  However,  you  did  schedule  Martin  Samuels'  deposition  for 
March  18  and  believed  you  had  sufficient  time  to  take  Mr.  Samuels' 
deposition  when  you  did  so.  We  do  believe  that  Mr.  Armstrong's 
deposition  is  necessary  for  issues  which  the  Court  will  consider  on 
March  20.  We  are  willing  to  re-schedule  your  deposition  to  a 
mutually  convenient  date  the  following  week,  and  we  are  also 
willing  to  limit  Mr.  Armstrong's  deposition  to  one-half  day, 
commencing  at  the  time  and  place  previously  noticed. 

I  sincerely  believe  that  these  concessions  should 
ameliorate  your  concerns  and  allow  you  to  devote  sufficient  time  to 
preparation  of  a  reply  memorandum  to  our  opposition  to  your  change 
of  venue  motion,  and  to  prepare  for  the  hearing  itself. 

Unless  I  hear  from  you  to  the  contrary,  I  will  assume 
that  the  deposition  of  Mr.  Armstrong  will  go  forward  at  the  time 
and  date  previously  noticed  and  will  continue  for  approximately 
one-half  day.
